Protests, 
violence 
in Iran 
continue 

Tehran Police broke up a 
protest in Tehran yester¬ 
day hours after the hard¬ 
line Revolutionary 
Guards said they would 
crush any fresh resistance 
from “rioters.” 

Yet in a gesture of defi¬ 
ance first used in the 
1979 Islamic revolution, 
and now adopted by pro¬ 
reform protesters, people 
again chanted “Allahu Ale- 
bar” from their rooftops 
at nightfall. 

Witnesses said support¬ 
ers of opposition leader 
Mirhossein Mousavi had 
gathered earlier in 
Tehran’s Haft-e Tir 
square. But Iran’s state 
Press TV channel said 
they had been dispersed 
following the arrival of 
security forces. 

Residents said riot po¬ 
lice, some on motorbikes, 
and members of the reli¬ 
gious Basij militia were 
out in force. 

One witness said that 
from his balcony he had 
seen a group chanting 
slogans being attacked by 
the Basij, who dragged 
the protesters out of a 
nearby house to which 
they had fled. 

“The Basiji were really 
aggressive and swearing 
at me to go inside,” the 
witness said. “I was 
scared they were going to 
break into my house too.”

Metis settlements, RCMP reach policing deal 


program A sweeping new 
deal reached yesterday be¬ 
tween the government of 
Alberta and the Metis Set¬ 
tlements General Council 
(MSGC) will provide en¬ 
hanced policing in Metis 
settlements in Alberta. 

The three-year pilot pro¬ 
gram will deploy five uni¬ 
formed RCMP officers in 
the eight Metis settle¬ 
ments to address commu¬ 
nity issues such as crime 
prevention, traffic enforce¬ 


ment or acting as school 
resource officers. 

“We’re looking at having 
the officers in place some¬ 
times in the next five to six 
months,” Brian Mulawlca, a 
spokesman for the Alberta 
Solicitor General and Min¬ 
ister of Public Security, 
told Metro yesterday. 

The Alberta government 
has agreed to shoulder the 
cost of $1.77 million re¬ 
quired over three years to 
run the program as part of 


its Alberta’s Safe Commu¬ 
nities Initiative. 

Under a typical en¬ 
hanced policing agree¬ 
ment, communities fi¬ 
nance 70 per cent of the 
cost and the federal gov¬ 
ernment pays the remain¬ 
der. 

MSGC, the legislative 
body for the Metis Settle¬ 
ments, will be overseeing 
the enhanced policing pro¬ 
gram.

PM blasts Iran 
for 'brute force 9 

Harper urges state to probe fraud claims 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper yesterday blasted 
Iran and its “use of 
violence against their own 
people.” 

Adopting one of the 
toughest lines on Iran of 
any Western leader, he 
condemned what he said 
was Tehran’s totally unac¬ 
ceptable use of “brute 
force and intimidation” to 
deal with protests. 

Iranian state television 
said 10 people were killed 
and more than 100 wound¬ 
ed in demonstrations on 
Saturday in Tehran over a 
disputed June 12 presiden¬ 
tial election. 

“The regime has chosen

to use brute force and in¬ 
timidation in responding 
to peaceful opposition re¬ 
garding legitimate and se¬ 
rious allegations of elec¬ 
toral fraud,” Harper said in 
a statement. 

“Canada calls on the 


Iranian authorities to im¬ 
mediately cease the use of 
violence against their own 
people, to release all politi¬ 
cal prisoners and journal¬ 
ists ... and to conduct a full 
and transparent investiga¬ 
tion into allegations of 
fraud in the presidential 
election.” 

Canada's relations with 
Iran have been strained 
since 2003, when Iranian- 
Canadian photographer 
Zahra Kazemi died in cus¬ 
tody in Tehran. 

In February, Harper said 
the Iran regime had “an 
ideology that is obviously 
evil.”

Air India 
families still 
in limbo 


Holy cow! These 
bovines burp less 


crime Today marks 24 
years since an Air India 
flight left Toronto and ex¬ 
ploded over the Atlantic. 

And families of the 329 
victims yearn to know the 
story behind Canada’s 
worst terror attack. 

Yet, three years after a 
commission of inquiry was 
called into the disaster — a 
year and a half after public 
hearings ended — there 
are still no answers. 

The inquiry has still not 
produced its final report 
and there is no hint of 
when it will come. 

“We still have not set a 
date for the release of the 
report,” inquiry media 
spokesperson Michael Tan- 
sey said, torstar news service 


environment Canadian sci¬ 
entists are breeding a spe¬ 
cial type of cow designed 
to burp less. 

It’s a breakthrough that 
could reduce a big source 
of greenhouse gases be¬ 
hind global warming. 

Cows are responsible for 
nearly three-quarters of to¬ 
tal methane emissions, 
says Environment Canada. 

Most of the gas comes 
from bovine burps, which 
are 20 times more potent 
than carbon dioxide as a 
greenhouse gas. 

Stephen Moore, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Al¬ 
berta, is examining the 
genes responsible for 
methane produced from a 


cow’s four stomachs in or¬ 
der to breed more effi¬ 
cient, environmentally 
friendly cows. 

Moore completed pri¬ 
mary tests using tradition¬ 
al techniques to breed effi¬ 
cient animals that produce 
25 per cent less methane 
than less efficient animals. 

But more work needs to 
be done before the long¬ 
term impact is known. 

One method already be¬ 
ing used to reduce 
methane emissions is feed¬ 
ing livestock a diet higher 
in energy and rich in edi¬ 
ble oils, which ferment 
less than grass or low-qual¬ 
ity feed.

Subway trains collide 
in D.C., killing six 


Two Washington, D.C., 
subway trains collided dur¬ 
ing the afternoon rush 
hour yesterday, killing six 
people and injuring 70 in a 
mass of tangled metal. 

Mayor Adrian Fenty 
called the crash the dead¬ 
liest in the 33-year history 
of the city’s Metro subway 
system. 

Fire Chief Dennis Rubin 
said 70 people had been 
treated for injuries, includ¬ 
ing at least two who were 
critically injured. 

At least one car from one 
of the trains was hurled on¬ 
to the top of the other train 
in the accident, which oc¬ 
curred on above-ground 
tracks. Emergency workers 
propped ladders up against 
train doors to rescue peo-

• Yesterday’s accident was 
the first crash involving a 
passenger death since 1982, 
when three people were 
killed in a derailment. The 
Metro train system began 
service in 1976. 

pie. Officials said one train 
hit another train that had 
stopped, but the cause of 
the crash was not immedi¬ 
ately clear. 

“What happened at ap¬ 
proximately 5:02 or 5:03 
(was) one train was stopped 
waiting to get the order to 
pass because of a train 
stopped at the platform. 
The next train came up be¬ 
hind it and, for reasons that 


we do not know, collided in¬ 
to the back of that train,” 
John Catoe, general manag¬ 
er of the Washington Metro¬ 
politan Area Transit Author¬ 
ity, told reporters. 

The transit authority said 
one of those killed was a fe¬ 
male train operator in the 
trailing train. The accident 
trapped passengers in one 
or more of the subway cars. 

“It just happened. There 
was no slowing down of the 
train, just a jerk,” said 
Theroza Doshi. “There was 
no attempt at braking. We 
just slammed into whatever 
we slammed into.” 

One witness described 
how one train appeared to 
collide with — and then 
run up and over — the sec¬ 
ond train. reuters

Police said Markoff used 
prepaid cellphones and 
temporary email addresses 
to make appointments 
with victims who had 
advertised on Craigslist.

We recall 
last fall when the Harper 
government vehemently 
opposed Budget Officer 
Kevin Page’s decision to re¬ 
veal the cost of the war. 
The Harper government 
has been at war, so to 
speak, with Mr. Page over 
this and other actions of 
his in which he has 
demonstrated a strain of 
independence. His deficit 
forecasting, for example, 
has angered the govern¬ 
ment because it has been 
at odds with Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty’s | 
prophesies.

In practice it has 
been largely forgotten. 

We keep thinking Mr. 
Harper might change. Last 
week he showed some ca¬ 
pacity for openness and 
power-sharing capacity 
when he sat down with 
Liberal Leader Michael Ig- 
natieff to work out some 
differences. 

Some democratic spirit 
was breathed into the sys¬ 
tem. But as other develop¬ 
ments indicate, change is¬ 
n’t happening. Our PM has 
been jokingly referred to 
as the Sun King. The prob¬ 
lem is that it’s not always a 
joke.

The long and short of same-sex marriage 



Have you ever wondered 
how many women married 
each other last year? It was 
a big political issue for 
years here, and remains an 
enormous one in that lam¬ 
entable nation to our 
south. And yet, it’s not a 
number that’s bandied 
about much. I think I 
know why. 

In Toronto, the answer is 
616. That’s down 28 per 
cent from 2004, the first 
full year in which same-sex 
marriage was legal. The to¬ 
tal number of marriages 
was down five per cent 
over the same period. For 
men, the number was 868, 
down the same 28 per cent 


since 2004. According to 
the 2006 census, there 
were 7,465 married same- 
sex couples in Canada. 
Chances are, there are still 
fewer than 10,000 of them, 
compared with more than 
six million of the opposite- 
sex variety. We changed a 
lot of laws to let these peo¬ 
ple marry each other, and 
upset a lot of people in the 
process — all for what’s 
turned out to be some¬ 
thing like 0.06 per cent of 
the population. 

Was it all worth it? 

The short answer is no. 
The government’s only cal¬ 
culable interest in its con¬ 
stituents marrying is the 
production of more citi¬ 
zens, more taxpayers and 
while same-sex coupling 
doesn’t do any harm to 
that formula, it doesn’t 
help it either. So the state 



should have stayed where 
it was, with a hand in the 
couplings it has an interest 
in, staying clear of those it 
doesn’t. 

The long answer, howev¬ 
er, is yes. Not everything a 
government does can be 
expressed on a spread¬ 
sheet, a mistake many of 
us make when we moan 
about unbusinesslike prac¬ 
tices. What the govern¬ 
ment did when it changed 
all those laws was create a 
different Canada. It had 
been a long time since we 
led the world. Medicare 
was great, and we were 
once Pearson’s peacekeep¬ 
ers. But other than Celine 
Dion and the BlaclcBerry, 


what had we done for the 
world lately? Six years ago 
this month, we became on¬ 
ly the third nation in the 
world to let same-sex cou¬ 
ples marry. 

From that point on, the 
rest of the world has been 
playing catch-up. I’d 
stopped going to Pride, to 
be honest. The whole idea 
seemed stuck in another 
decade. 

But six years ago, the 
weekend after Pride took 
on a whole new meaning. 
I’m not going to go this 
year, but you can be sure 
my fiance and I will be two 
of the proudest pups on 
Parliament Hill this Cana¬ 
da Day.

Air Canada reached a ten¬

With the help of two me¬ 
diators, Air Canada and the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, which repre¬ 
sents 6,700 flight atten¬ 
dants at the airline, agreed 
to extend their collective 
labour agreement for 21 
months — the same deal 
Air Canada struck with its 
four other unions.

boxes the airline needs to 
check to avoid filing for 
bankruptcy for the second 
time in six years. 

“As of now they are not 
out of the woods yet. The 
labour agreement is just the 
first step in a multi-step 
process,” Research Capital 
analyst Jacques Kavafian 
said. 


Key to Air Canada’s fu¬ 
ture is raising fresh financ¬ 
ing to pay off debt. The air¬ 
line has repeatedly said 
lenders require labour 
peace before they will con¬ 
sider loans, so its move to 
extend all its union con¬ 
tracts was crucial. 

Another important prong 
will be how well the airline 
performs financially over 
the important summer va¬ 
cation period. 

Kavafian said that June 
“will probably not be a good 
month,” but that July and 
August could be pretty 
good” based on advance 
bookings and prices.

Few strides 
in capital 
markets 
for women 

study There has been no 
rise in the number of 
women working in key 
parts of Canadian capital 
markets since the start of 
the decade, a study released 
yesterday showed, despite 
robust growth in the indus¬ 
try and efforts to ensure 
more female 
representation. 

Men continue to outnum¬ 
ber women four to one in 
all positions — excluding 
administrators. 

“It was a 

disappointment,” said 
Martha Fell, chief executive 
of Women in Capital Mar¬ 
kets, a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion that promotes the de¬ 
velopment of women in 
the capital markets. The 
group commissioned the 
study to benchmark 2008. 

There has been robust 
growth in the industry 
overall recently, but the 
percentage of women rep¬ 
resented has barely 
changed. 

The study showed the 
overall percentage of 
women in the investment 
dealer and retail private 
client business lines was up 
slightly at 39 per cent in 
2008 from 37 per cent in 
2000. Between 2005-2008, 
the figure was unchanged

Meanwhile, Grey’s Anat¬ 
omy star Patrick Dempsey 
is on deck for spokesperson 
duty at L’Oreal and even 
Kiehl’s is donating all net 
proceeds from one of its 
biodegradable body 

cleanser products in ex¬ 
change for an endorsement 


from actor Brad Pitt — even 
though Pitt won’t appear on 
the bottle or in any adver¬ 
tisements. 

For men, the interest is 
good news. Retailers are 
understanding more about 
the way men like to shop 
and more attention is 
being paid to product qual¬ 
ity. All-in-one convenience 
products, moisturizers for 
men and lighter texture 
sunscreens are just a few 
of the growing number of 
items that can be found. 

What’s interesting and 
somewhat surprising, says 
Dave Laclcie, editor of Cos¬ 
metics Magazine, is the 
take-off of demand and in¬ 
terest in anti-aging products 
for men. 

“Ten years ago, the best¬ 
selling items in the skin 
care lines were shave 
creams and aftershaves. 
Today, they’re all anti-aging 
products — firming, eye 
creams.

new group of consumers 
coming in that are open to 
this,” says Lackie. 

Shoppers Drug Mart rep¬ 
resentative Tammy Smith- 
am agrees.

interested in all of the 
same products typically as¬ 
sociated with women’s 
skin care.

Lessons to learn from 'gay' birds, bees

B irds do it, bees do 
it, and apparently 
giraffes, dolphins 
and elephants do 
it too. The “it” be¬ 
ing engaging in homosexu¬ 
al behaviour. 

A new study by Califor¬ 
nia scientists published in 
the journal Trends in Ecol¬ 
ogy & Evolution claims 
that same-sex coupling oc¬ 
curs in virtually all exist¬ 
ing animal species. 

The idea of homosexuali¬ 
ty among animals is con¬ 
troversial because it does¬ 
n’t jibe with the biological 
imperative given same-sex 
couplings can’t reproduce. 

But, in some cases, like 
that of Laysan albatrosses, if 
a male-female pair produces 
eggs and “dad” dies or takes 
off, another female often 


steps in to help raise the 
chicks, increasing their 
chances of survival. 

In other cases, it seems 
like more of a time killer, as 
with male Bottlenose dol¬ 
phins that engage in sexual 
play with other males until 
the female is sexually ma¬ 
ture and ready for action. 

Still others, like male 
fruit flies, are just too daft 
to distinguish males or fe¬ 
males because they lack a 
gene that would help tell 
them apart. 

Still, despite the evi¬ 
dence, researchers who 
support the existence of 
homosexuality among ani¬ 
mals are often accused of 
having an agenda, using 
the presence of homosexu¬ 
ality in animals to justify it 
among humans. 

But Canadian biologist 
Bruce Bagemihl, author of 
Biological Exuberance: An¬ 
imal Homosexuality and 
Natural Diversity empha¬ 
sizes the opposite. 

“It’s too easy to say, be¬ 
cause homosexuality oc¬ 
curs in animals, it must be 
natural in people,” he ex¬ 
plains. “Animals do many

things we wouldn’t consid¬ 
er acceptable behaviour in 
people — rape, incest and 
so on.” 

And, as Bagemihl’s re¬ 
search reveals, while there 
may be an explanation for 
homosexual behaviour in 
one species, no general ex¬ 
planation applies. “I think 
we need to re-examine 
why we’re looking for an 
explanation in the first 
place,” he says. “Maybe, for 
example, they’re just hav¬ 
ing fun.” 


Back on our farm grow¬ 
ing up, it wasn’t uncom¬ 
mon to see Bossy mount¬ 
ing Flossie out in the pas¬ 
ture. Was it because cer¬ 
tain cows had secret homo¬ 
sexual yearnings or was it 
simply that there was no 
Bart the Bull available to 
mess around with? 

“The whole question of 
sexual pleasure is tough 
for zoologists to deal 
with,” adds Bagemihl. 
“There is a continuum of 
sexual expression in the

The perfect sister 

Breslin plays girl conceived to harvest body parts

Thirteen-year-old Oscar 
nominee Abigail Breslin 
was anxious to get to 
lunch during a Canada me¬ 
dia stopover for the film 
My Sister’s Keeper. 

She’s approaching the 
end of a three-month strict 
“no-clothes buying spend¬ 
ing diet” imposed by her fa¬ 
ther. She is scheduled to 
have lunch at a mall and its 
only mid-June. The diet 
doesn’t end until July 1. 

“Oh yes!” she assures. 
“He never said anything 
about shoes or jewelry or 
purses, he just said clothes. 
That’s a very limited are¬ 
na.” 

Breslin’s film, based on 
Jodi Picoult’s novel, looks at 


the damage caused by a 
mother’s obsessive fight to 
keep alive a daughter grave¬ 
ly ill with leukemia. Breslin 
plays the second daughter 
who was scientifically con¬ 
ceived and altered to be a 
source of body tissue and 
organ donations for 
her older sister’s 
procedures. 

Breslin’s char¬ 
acter decides 
she’s had 

enough, and 

sues her parents 
for medical eman¬ 
cipation. 

“It teaches us a lot. 
What you have today you 
might not have tomorrow. 
It also shows that the whole 
family does love each other. 
It’s definitely a hard situa¬ 
tion to be in to have to de¬ 
cide what to do. Every situa¬ 


tion in the movie is hard 
and my character, she’s be¬ 
tween her sister and her 
family and that is definitely 
hard, “ Breslin says. 

“I see the mother’s point 
of view,” she continues. 
“That’s one of the things I 
liked about the 
movie. There are 
^ no real bad 
guys, every¬ 
body’s doing 
I what they 
think is right 
and best and 
not trying to do 
anything bad.” 

Breslin’s sunny 
face darkens ever so slight¬ 
ly. “People tell me they 
wept watching it. Well, I 
cried making it. It’s defi¬ 
nitely a hard movie to 
watch but at the end of the 
day, it’s about a family who,

even though they are dis¬ 
connected, they still love 
each other. 

“That’s really important.

Pita Pizzas 

INGREDIENTS: 

Oil for greasing 

2 whole-wheat pita breads 

3 tbsp (45 ml) ketchup 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) Tabasco 
sauce 

2oz (55 g) each of 
Mozzarella, mature Ched¬ 
dar, and Pont-l’Eveque, 
Chaumes or Oka cheese 

1 medium red onion 

2 medium tomatoes 

1/2 large red or green pep¬ 
per 

1 clove garlic 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

4 black olives 

GARNISH: 

A few sprigs each of fresh 
marjoram and basil, 

2 tsp (10 ml) Parmesan 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). Lightly oil baking 
sheet. Open pitas and split 
in half with sharp knife. 

2. Mix ketchup with Tabas¬ 
co sauce. Spread some on 
each pita half and arrange 
on baking sheet. 

3. Grate Mozzarella and 
Cheddar cheese together 
and sprinkle over pitas. 


4. Slice or dice Pont- 
l’Eveque, Chaumes or Oka 
cheese and spread evenly 
over grated cheese. 

5. Peel onion and slice into 
thin wedges. Rinse and 
dry tomatoes and pepper. 
Slice tomato into rounds. 
Deseed and finely chop 
pepper. Arrange onion and 
tomatoes on top of cheese 
and scatter with chopped 
pepper. 

6. Peel and crush garlic, 
mix with olive oil and 
drizzle over pizzas. Place 
one olive in centre of each 
and bake on top shelf of 
oven for 10 minutes. 

7. Meanwhile, rinse and 
dry herbs, strip off leaves 
and put into bowl. Add 
Parmesan and mix. 

8. Remove pitas from 
oven, sprinkle with herbs 
and Parmesan mixture, 
and serve hot. serves 2
